In.l85lJ an Austrian notary of Klausen- 
btfrg recorded the testimony of forty- 
eight deponents of various nationali- 
ties, who 'attested the post-mortem ap- 
pearance of one Feclor RiulotKcl:. a bre- 
vet Captain of the Grcnz-Corps, or 
Military-Frontier Guards. About two
